“In the automobile’ industry, 


Iowa, South Dakota, West Virginia 
and Idaho, from which returns have 
just been received, established an 
aggregate increase of 40.7 per cent. 
in January retail sales, as measured 
by registrations, over January, 1928. 
The combined registrations in 
these eight states amounted to 4,924, 
as compared with 3.500 in January, 
1929, an increase of 1,424.

The outstanding performance 
among the individual commercial 
cars in the eight states in January 
was that of Chevrolet, which set up 
substantial increases over last year 
in each state and in Iowa took first 
place by topping Ford registrations. 

Chevrolet’s aggregate sales in 
the eight states amounted to 1,691, 
as compared with 817 in the cor- 
responding month of 1929, a gain 
of 874, or more than 100 per cent. 
The sales of this unit were more 
than doubled in Florida, Virginia, 
South Dakota and West Virginia 
and were doubled in Idaho. 

Ford sales in the eight states 
amounted to 2,169 in the first 
month of this year, as compared 
with 1,598 in the corresponding 
period of 1929, an increase of 571 
units, or around 30 per cent. 

Other makes that showed consist- 
ent gains in the various states under 
review included International, up 
in three of the eight states; White, 
up in four states; Fargo. up in five 
states; Whippet, up in five states; 
Brockway-Indiana, up in_ three 
states, and Studebaker, up in three 
states. 

Reports of January registrations 
from other states, received ahead of 
these eight states, indicated that 
the truck business generally was 
ahead of the beginning of 1929 and

During the past few weeks the writer has received letters 
from dealers scattered in various sections of the United 
States. 
Here is what a Michigan dealer in a small town thinks 


of the question in a letter written a few days ago:— 


‘Much has been said about the way to solve the used 
car problem. The blame for the existence of this problem 
has been placed on the manufacturers by some and on the 
automobile dealers by others, but the real blame lies as much 
with the buying public, if not more so, than it does with 
either the manufacturer or dealer. 

“The majority of buyers are more interested in seeing 
what they can get for their present car than they are in any 
particular make of automobile. It is natural for a man to 
think his car is more valuable than his neighbor's, even 
though it is the same model and came out of the factory 


at the same time. : , 
“A man might think so for vari-|car higher than it would pay. for

“The price to be quoted and ad-

|part payment on new ones should 
| be more than the 30 per cent. in 
j}excess of what the dealer pays the 
| factory. 

“Summing up the whole idea, I 
wish to say that the cash price of 
the new car should be at least 20 
per cent. less than the traded in 
price of the same car.”

president and secretary of the 
concern. Mr. Grills maintains an 
extremely optimistic attitude as 
to the future, pointing to the com- 
pany’s heavy prospect list. 

Situated in an impressive two- 
Story building. erected by them- 
selves, in the heart of automobile 
row, the Park City jobber has 
built up a parts, accessory and 
equipment business which runs 90 
per cent. wholesale Six large 
display windows, on two streets, 
enable the concern to show its 
wares effectively. Adequate floor 
space in the main showroom per- 
mits of a workmanlike arrange- 
ment of larger pieces of equip- 
ment. such as jacks, etc. 

“We don't employ any special 
merchandising stunts. Our system 
is to get out and sell,” declared 
Mr. Grills. “We have four men on 
the road, and they keep going con- 
stantly. Our territory includes 
Fairfield and Litchfield counties 
and parts of New Haven. We 
carry a complete stock from chem- 
ical to the heaviest types of shop 
equipment 

“We held over $12,000 worth of 
tire chains for three years, and 
sold out the whole supply this 
winter. Last fall we took on a 
complete line of abrasives, and 
have done a good business in this 
line since. In the last two weeks 
we have booked twenty-five pros- 
pects averaging from $300 to $350 
apiece, and the outlook for the 
spring and summer season is ex- 
ceptionally bright.”

HERE are jobbers who have al- 

ways claimed that the chain 
stores have injured the business 
of the independent retailer, which, 
incidentally, means that the job- 
ber himself has felt a loss in vol- 
ume and profits. There are other 
jobbers who, through careful buy- 
ing, discounting of bills and by 
keeping watchful eyes on credit 
systems, have been able to com- 
pete successfully with chain stores. 
These jobbers, in many instances, 
operate chain stores themselves, 
while in many cases their chains 
consist of branches that sell at 


wholesale only. 
All this leads to the subject of the 











bills to tax chain stores. In some | 


| instances, especially in the case of 
' the automotive industry, legislation | 
|of this nature will aid jobbers and | 

in others it will be the jobber who | 
| will be injured. 

Texas has now joined the list of 
state legislatures in which chain- 
| Store tax bills have been introduced. | 

Taxation authorities there expect 
the revenue bill to net the state 
more than a million dollars an- 
nually. 

The bill provides that every per- 
son, firm or corporation operating 
owning, establishing or opening one 
or more stores or mercantile institu- 
tious under the same general man- 
agement shall pay the following an- 
nual tax:— 

On one store, $3; on two stores or 
more, but not to exceed eight stores, 
$12 for each additional store; on 
each store in excess of eight, but 
not exceeding sixteen, $40 for each 
additional store, and on each store 
in excess twenty-four the tax 
Shall he $500 

A clause in the bill states that “at 
present there exists a condition in 
this state whereby the ownership 
of several stores under one general 


‘ 
of 


the matter of taxation in proportion 
to the benefits received, is threaten- 
ing the economic welfare of the 
state, and, under such conditions, 
monopolistic tendencies exist which 
are a menace to the general welfare 
of the state.” - 

Another provision of the bill 
states that before a person or cor- 
poration can operate a store a per- 
mit must be obtained from the con- 
troller of the state and the tax paid 
for the calendar year. 

In the first section of the pro- 
posed measure, the policy of the 
state in regard to the collection of 
taxes reads as follows: 

“Tt is hereby declared to be the 
policy of the states to place, put and 
effect the collection of taxes on per- 
sons, firms and corporations en- 
gaged in the sale of goods, wares 
and merchandise in this state, so 
that each person, firm or corpora- 
tion so engaged shall contribute to 
the state payment of taxes in such 
a manner and form and amount 
as to contribute to the economic 
welfare of the state, in proportion 
o the benefits derived by such per- 
son, firm or corporation engaged 
in the sale of goods, wares and mer-

N THIS country we have always been accustomed to con- 
sider production by the automotive industries of the other | 
countries which build motor vehicles as definitely limited | 
affairs. England and France, for instance, the largest pro-| 
ducers outside our own land, are building fewer than 100,000) 
motor vehicle units a year. There are a good many factories 
in this country which beat that mark consistently. 

It behooves us to realize that there is going to be a con-| 
siderable change in this state of affairs within the next few 
years. Other producing countries are going to emerge from 
the limited output class and begin building motor vehicles in 
important quantities. Foreign manufacturers 
are catching the mass production idea. We are all familiar 
with the operations of Citroen in France and of Morris in 
England, men who are producing at a rate that would be 
creditable for an American company, and 
American production methods. Motor vehicle production in 
France during 1929 increased 25 per cent. over its 1928 level 
and British production will show a similar gain. 

However, while the foreign producing countries are) 
making progress on their own account, the principal produc- | 
tion development during the next few years is going to come 
from American companies which have established plants 
abroad. Ford is building in England a huge plant, which 
will have a capacity of 250,000 units per annum and will 
supply the whole European market, except in countries | 
where other Ford industries are being established. Ford is 
building a big plant in Germany to supply that market. We 
are all familiar with the operations of General Motors at the 
Opel works in Germany, where production of 40,000 units 
will be a preliminary to larger developments. 

These American units operating in foreign countries 
will be important in their own right, but even the larger pro- 
duction schedules on which they will work will be only a 
small part of their contribution. Their real function is going 
to be one of education. They are going to instill in the manu-| 
facturers of the countries where they are located an under-| 
standing of what mass production can do. With the American 
plants in operation we are going to see a great development 
of the mass production idea by the home manufacturers. 

We.-believe that within a few years we are going to see| 
foreign countries using motor transportation in the same) 
way that we do here. Motor cars are going to become the 
property of all classes, instead of the heritage of the wealthy. 
We went through the same process in this country. The 
motor car was at first the “toy of the idle rich.”’ Mass pro- 
duction brought it down to the reach of all classes, and, when | 
it became a general possession, we entered upon the most | 
remarkable period of economic development and prosperity | 
that any country has ever enjoyed. 

A ’*good many of us can remember when the bankers| 
began shrieking, with every evidence of horror, that “the| 
farmers are buying automobiles.” Today the banker helps! 
the farmer to finance his purchase of motor units exactly as 
he may help him to buy seed potatoes or pay his help or meet 
any other necessary demand of his business. Europe is going 
through the same process of evolution, and, when the peas- 
ants begin buying automobiles, other countries will enter 
upon a similar era of prosperity to the one we have enjoyed 
and are enjoying in this country. 

The American automobile industry, through its manu- 
facturing establishments abroad, is going to have a greater 
effect on the future of European countries than Mr. Hohen- 

zollern would have had if he had realized the craziest of his 
paranoiac dreams.

EW YORK, March 10.—The 
situation that has developed 
in the automotive stocks listed 
on the various stock exchanges 
has grown to be nothing short of 
remarkable. Not since the Auto- 
motive Daily News began com- | 
piling weekly statistics on the | 
movement of these shares has so 
much indecision been apparent 
among the investors in automo- | 
tive securities. 
For five consecutive weeks now 
the average price of the sixty stocks 
used in the Automotive Daily News 
compilation has failed to move 
either up or down as much as a 
single point within a single week 
(measured from the close of one 
week to the close of the next). While | 
on one or two occasions there have 
been flurries in mid-week that) 
carried the averages either up or| 
down as much as a point, the end of | 
each week since the second week in| 
February has seen the averages back | 
close to those of the preceding | 
similar period. 
However, in the course of these 
five weeks the trend, if it may be 
called a trend, has been slightly u 
ward. The price average for the 
sixty stocks was off slightly in each 
of the first three of those weeks, 
and then came a turn which carried 
the average up for the last two 
consecutive weeks.
